Rat Campaign in

Thousands of rats were killed in 
Hamlin last week in the Lwo-day 
'campaign against the rodents, it 
was reported when the drive end­ 
ed Thursday. 
The rats were taken out of the 
city in large bxes and destroyed at 
the city dump grounds. 
The cam paign was directed by 
R. E. Wilson of the Wildlife Sur­ 
vey. who was assisted by workers j0 **111 3rd- was selected as reserve 
hired by the City of Hamlin. 
Poison used against the rodents 
was 1080, and 8 pounds of poison 
T a it was put out. 
The campaign 
was made in 93 premises In Ham­ 
lin. Wilson said and 
more than 
1,300 baits were exposed. 
‘'Hamlin is not infested with as 
m any rats as the average town of 
its sire,” Wilson said. 
However, he 
added, there are far too many mice 
here. 
The campaign is being waged by 
the federal agency in an effort to 
cut down the enormous economic 
loss occasioned by rats each year 
in the country.

the economic loss rats carry several 
types of disease, it was pointed out.
